American Bed Cross mission to Rus- 
sia, says Wilson's words brought joy 
to the hearts of the Russian delegates 
at Brest-Litovsk and that no public 
utterance has ^ver caused such con- 
sternation as Wilson's speech is caus- 
ing among the German general staff.

other time. 


Some of the rules laid down for the 


saving of fuel may prove

AS TO DIVIDED RESPONSIBILITY 


In revising our city churtor an effort, 


.should be made, to avoid, as far as 
possible, the defects of scattered or 
divided responsibility of which there 
juc many Instances in our present 
rharter. 


Tho rtmfllcl. of :iullmrlty uomollines 


takes the form of rcnpc.nsiMIUy with- 


out the power to discharge that re- 
sponsibility. This is the case where a 
commissioner is. held responsible for a 
department and tha municipal council 
elects as head of that department a 
man whom the commissioner cannot 
control. In such a case there cannot 
be the co-operation between the com- 
missioner and his superintendent that 
is necessary to attain the greatest efll- 
•icncy or the best results. Those who 
\re acquainted with our municipal af- 
fairs can readily recall a notable in- 
stance of this kind for which this 
charter arrangement is responsible. 


Again, while the municipal council 


as a whole is supposed to be responsi- 
ble for the general welfare of the city 
n all departments, it cannot prevent 
iny individual commissioner from do- i 
ng things that injure the city, nor can 


it comiwl him to follow a policy that 
will unquestionably benefit the city in 
any specific case. 


Perhaps tho principal instance of 


divided responsibility is found in llm 
relations existing between the school 
board and the public property depart- 
ment in regard to school 
buildings. 


Tho school board has full control of 
the school janitors and can make ro- 
pairs on school buildings, provided tlir- 
expense Incurred be paid 
from 
the 


school 
appropriation. 
Tho 
school 


buildings arc provided by tho munici- 
pal council through tho public proper- 
ty department and it, therefore, fur- 
nishes the 
heating 
and plumbing 


equipment, bni. it does not operate the 
boilers. The result of this nr 
inent was seen in the damage dono to 
the school buildings by frozen closets 
and water pipes during tho recent cold 
speU. Thus it appears that the char- 
ter provision operated to the 
city's 


detriment. 


If the school board is given the power | 


to appoint and control tho janitors, it i 
should be compelled to ta];» over the i 
school buildings entirely; or, if the 
commissioner of public property be 


entrusted with the custody ot th 
buildings, ho should bo empowered t 
appoint, direct or discharge tho jani 
tors at will for duo cause. 


Tho defect of scattered responsibil 


ity was tho great weakness of tho oli 
form of city council with a doubl 
board. If we have any changes in th 
charter, particular care should be tak 
en to guard against these very serlou 
defects.

state of Lower California from the 
rest of M«sico, proposed by Col. Esie- 
ban Cantu, military governor of Low- 
er California: 


American financial and constructive 
interests see in Lower California a 
peninsular of quiet and 
safety 
for 


American investment and develop- 
ment, and visualize Cantu as the real 
"strong man" of Mexico with a regime 
with which American 
capital, can 


clasp nands to the mutual profit ot 
Mexico and the United S^tes. There- 
fore, from the economic and 
sociaJ 


porot of view they would like to see 
Lower California recognized as a aep^ 
araie republic, perhaps eventually to 
become an American state. 


But—from the political 
point 
of 


view they afeo foresee that 
United 


States support of Cantu's plans would 
probably cause a break with Carran- 
Ka's government, and thereby satisfy 
Berlin a great deal better than it 
would satisfy Washington. 


There is only one way out—the pur- 


chase of Lower California from Mex- 
ico by the United States. Tn this way 
only can western leaders picture Un- 
cle Sam helping split the peninsular 
from the Mexican, mainland. Carran- 
za needs money. He 
fears 
Can.tu, 


Boih have the border between Lower 
California and the rest of Mexico gar- 
risoned A peaceable transfer of the 
territory by this means, white as yet 
nowhere in sight, is by no means 
impossible. 


The general view on the coast is 


that Cantu's proposed separate gov- 
ernment 
deserves 
recognition, 
and 


were it not for international compli- 
cations sbould have it. Cantu, in his 
administration of more than haif a 
decade has made Lower California the 
most progressive 
of 
the 
Mexican 
states. 
Ho has all the vision and 


force of the elder Dias, "without his 
blood and thunder policy. His hand 
is iron, underneath, but it Ls always 
jloved with velvet He gets the same 
results the elder Diaa got, bat he gets 
:hem by French suavity rather than 
by Spanish cruelty. 


During his administration he has

Both 
would clasp their hands over Ameri- 
can recognition of a separate republic 
of Lower California, 


Also — so far 
as 
geography goes. 


Lower California might far be.tter be 
an American state, rather than a 
Mexican. 
It is separated from Mexico 


by the gulf of Lower California anrl 
the Colorado river, and 
really 
has 


only a political cohesion with Carran- 
za's republic, and nothing more. It 
Is separated from California only by 
an imaginary line. 
These facts make the big men of 


the Pacific coast, in all lines whether 
business or social, realise that Cantu 
deserves to have a separate state, and 
that America deserves that his pro- 
posed state should be rela,ted to the 
United States instead of to Mexico. 


There is so much justice in Cantu's 


program that there would be no divid- 
ed opinion on it in western United 
States save for the political aspect.
